and after some ten thousand residents 
of Lowell and surrounding lowns who 
had walled patiently for hours at a 
wind-swept railroad station for his 
belated arrival, 
had 
followed him 


through snow and Ice-covered avenues 


'•of applauding acclaim and had seen 


him officially welcomed by Iho mayor 
ot the city, President de Valera In a 
message of hope, of courage and even 
of triumph repaid them tor their sac- 
rifices by his unwavering and undoubl- 
ing assurances that the republic of 
Ireland would soon lako 
UK place 


among-the nations of the'world. 


Krom one o'clock yesterday after- 


noon lo 10 last evening I^owcll was 
given over without stint to carrying 
out the program that men interested 
in tho cause of Ireland had arranged 
suitably to welcome the personifica- 
tion ot that cause. 
Although Mr. do 


Valora himself was In tho city only 
four hours there were so many col- 
lateral feature* attendant 
upon his 


visit that the day's program rolled out 
for twice that length of time. 


Scheduled to arrive here at 2.0S in 


the i afternoon and to leave for I*a 
rcnco shortly after 6 o'clock In tho 
evening, President de Valera was com- 
pelled by Hie fluctuating circumstances 
of current travel to spend the great- 
er part of the afternoon on railroad 
trains between here and Kprlnglield. 
He was to have arrived in Doston 
from Springfield at 1 o'clock and leave 
Immediately for. this city, hut it wa.3
